To a great number of people 
in the 


United States the issue will never be closed 
until the United States has 
taken its place 


among the other nations of the world in mem- 
bership, either of the 
present league—with 


sufficient reservations to protect American in- 
terests—or of some better-designed organiza- 
tion For while it is perhaps true that by stay- 
ing out of the League as at present constituted 
ve escape certain difficulties and perplexities, 
it is equally true that by our aloofness we create 
Additional 
difficulties 
and 
jeopardize vital 


American interests. 


We are limited in our dealing with foreign 


affairs to the ponderous, slow and unsatisfac- 
tory methods of diplomacy, in which justice is 
never considered as against expediency. In the 
League there is publicity and an attempt at 
least to insure justice in international relations. 
^ 


The United States has no foreign policies for 
which it might prefer the devious darkness of 
secret diplomacy. Its instinct is always to get 
parties to any issue together and thrash the 
matter out in "fair debate with substantial f air- 
iess to all. President C'oolidge evinced thi| 
rational disposition only recently, when he pro- 
posed the expert conference on German repara- 


tions. 


The league is nothing but a standing ma- 


chinery through which all such matters may be 
taken up with a minimum of delay and the 
searest possible approach to efficiency. It cuts 
through the elaborate palaver with which di- 
plomats surround their slightest movements— 
tach formal backing and filling as finally ended 
in the disablement and rejection of the expert 
conference, for instance. 
That it is not per- 


fect is admitted. That the alternative of diplo- 
matic negotiation is still further from perfec- 
tion must also, we think, be admitted. We can- 
rot make a diplomatic incident out of every 
large or small matter of our foreign relations, 
and get as satisfactory results as we could 
through a particular machinery devised for the 
purpose. And to attempt to do so merely is to 
give nations which control and use the machin- 
ery of the league the 
inside track in world 


affairs. 


Why should not the United States have a 


voice in'the control of world politics in which 
i:s influence and power is inevitably engaged, 
whether we like it or not?
